According to the petition which was 
filed about two years ago, the new road 
will be built from Dudleytown to a 
point about one mile west and thence 
north to the county line.

Lt is understood that the farmers who 
live in the vicinity of the new highway 
were anxious that it be constructed as 
they oft en experience much difficulty in 
reaching the main road, especially inthe 
winter and spring.

unintentional violaters and should bt* 
arrested and reported for prosecution 
wherever found selling liquor in such 
ma liner. 


Township trustee Charles Steiuvvedel, 
has received a copy of a circular letter, 
which is being sent out by Robert J. 
Aley, state superintendent of public in* 
striation, 
that 
stricter 
requirements 
must be placed upon the issuance of 
permits allowing school children in the 
I townships to attend city schools. 
In 
his letter the state superintendent says 
t hat a large number of children who 
should be enrolled in the district schools 
are receiving their educational training 
in the city schools, and as a result the 
township schools, have been injured to 
some extent. 
Dr. Aley believes that if 
more rigid requirements were demanded 
the township schools would have a tar- | 
ger attendance. 
Trustee Steiuwedel says that in many 
cases in Jackson township pupils, who 
live near the district school buildings, 
are corning to school at Seymour. 
At 
the present time there are between 
seventy-five and one hundred children 
this township enrolled in tile city 
public 
se ools. 
This 
in 
a 
measure 
accounts for the small number of gradu­ 
ates in the district schools each year, 
this spring there being but four who 
have completed the course in tile town­ 
ship schools. 
In all townships which 
contain a large town or city, the trus­ 
tees report th at the number of the grad­ 
uates from the township schools is not 
as large as it was several years ago. 
It is believed that the convenience 
afforded by the interurban roads and 
other modes of travel are responsible 
in a large measure for the increased 
attendance in the city schools by child­ 
ren 
living in the 
country 
districts. 
School children living within a radius 
of several miles of Seymour are able 
to reach this city in about the same 
time required to go to the school build­ 
ing nearer their home. 
By attending 
the schools here the pupils receive the 
advantages of a commissioned school 
which is of much benefit to those who 
intend to enter colleges and universi­ 
ties in Indiana upon the completion of 
their high school course. 
To those who 
have this in view it is natural that they 
should desire to take their work in the 
lower grades in the schools from which 
they expect to be graduated. 
Dr. Aley, however, desires that child­ 
ren who live near the township schools 
complete the courses offered by the 
district schools before taking nj* their I 
studies in c itv schools.

Several of our states have shown a 
real interest in the question of "uni­ 
versal” old-age pensions on the E n g ­ 
lish model, and of course the special 
question of retiring on allowance su 
perannuated public employes is grow'- 
ing more acute, as is evidenced by the 
vigorous advocacy of civil pension" by 
the Taft adm inistration. 
In Massachu­ 
setts old-age pension bills have been 
so num erous that the Legislature has 
found it necessary to create a commit­ 
tee to make a thorough investigation 
of the 
various 
retirin g systems |n 
force in Europe and America, not only 
in public services, but in the large 
financial and industrial establishments. 
The committee has done Its work con­ 
scientiously and well, and its data and 
conclusions should be studied by the 
legislators and social reform ers of the 
other states. 
The committee rejects 
the radical principle of "universal** 
old age pensions paid by the public 
treasury. 
It 
believes th a t such a 
scheme as England has adopted— and 
is about to extend under political pres­ 
sure and party rivalry in "prom ises”— 
is decidedly unfavorable to the devel­ 
opment of thrift. 
It thinks, too, that 
it would be unjust to the general tax­ 
payers and too costly to be m aintained. 
But It strongly indorses the principle 
of contributory retiring pensions for 
public as well as private employes. It 
points out that of late American banks, 
railroads and m anufacturing corpora­ 
tions have been spontaneously estab­ 
lishing old age pension systems from 
motives of enlightened 
self-interest, 
and it hopes that employers will in­ 
creasingly follow these examples. 
It 
is doubtful w hether pensions to the 
aged could ever be paid by state or 
nation in this country under our con­ 
stitutional system. 
But to voluntary 
schemes, contributed to by employes 
and employers, and to retiring plans 
for public servants, there are no le­ 
gal difficulties, and rapid progress in 
those directions may be looked for. 
Proper provision for old age is a con­ 
dition of efficiency and a sign of na­ 
tional prudence and thrift. 


Envious A m erican women will be 
interested in the wonderful "charac­ 
te r” given to the "electric Mary A nn” 
by the B ritish electrical engineer who 
invented her. 
“Mary Ann* is a small 
electric m otor which meets a wide 
variety of wants. It occupies less room 
th an a typew riter and weighs only 
seventeen pounds, so that it can be 
carried to any part of the house. Con­

Is Compulsory Education a 
Drawback ? 


B y j o s e p h X I . R o g e r s . 
ANY persons will be surprised to learn th a t compulsory education 
is a draw back at the p resen t time. This is by no m eans an argu 
m ent against compulsory education, but it is a fact th a t as the 
schools are now adm inistered the com paratively recent innova­ 
tion has been a hardship to many of the brighter m inds amon* 
the pupils, no m atter how much good we may be doing to dere­ 
licts. 
We compel children to go to school, without m aking 
proper provision for them. 
Form erly fewer children than now passed beyond 
the fourth grade. 
A t ten or twelve they left school to work or to loiter. 
In 
the most enlightened S ta te s children are compelled to a tte n d school until 
they are sixteen, unless under exceptional circum stances. 
This m eans that 
th e upper grades in the gram m ar schools a re filled, w hereas they used to have 
c-nly about half the present num b er of pupils, except in the largest cities. 
It was then 
a case of th e survival of the fittest. 
As 
the derelicts dropped 
out, the teachers had a sm aller num ber of pupils to 
instruct, and usually 
the very brightest remained. 
The teachers were enabled to give m ore in­ 
dividual attention to the scholars, and thus the eighth-grade pupil left school 
m uch better equipped than now when perforce the teach er m ust give moat 
of her attention to the backw ard children, a duty which is only slightly less­ 
ened by the special schools for delinquents 
in some large Cities. 
In m ost cities forty pupils to a division is the norm al number. 
In many 
the actual num ber is m uch higher. 
Suppose an advertisem ent something 
like this were inserted in a new spaper; 


W ANTED.—Governess in private family to attend to the mental, 
moral, and spiritual w ants of children, to take th e responsibility for 
their bringing up. 
M ust 
be w’ell educated, 
refined, 
good-tempered; 
should dress well and be willing to obey one thousand rules of the home. 
Only fifty children in family. 
Salary, ten dollars a week, without board. 
Twelve weeks* holiday, with no salary. 


How m any answ ers would be received, and what would such an adver­ 
tiser expect? 
Yet this, with a variation in salary, is exactly what is demanded 
of the teachers in our public schools. 
T he w onder is th at so m any apply foi 
th e position. 
From a financial point of view, house service is much more 
profitable. 
One is ¡Arainded of the 
woman who w rote Madame de Staei 
asking her to find a tutor for her children, giving a list of the virtues she 
expected. 
The grand lady replied th a t she understood the situation exactly 
and w'hen she found such a m an she would m arry him. 
No wonder cu r fe­ 
m ale school teachers are so anxious to m arry, or th a t there is a never fail 
ing stream of young men anxious to have such paragons for w-lves. 
It may be set down as one of the things to be accomplished in the future 
th at no teacher shall be called upon to instruct more than twenty-five pupils 
T w enty would be much better.—L ippincott’s.

It is not often th at a G erm an m anu­ 
facturer will adm it when he comes 
over here -that there is really some­ 
thing better in this country than his 
own country produces, but Dr. Jo­ 
seph 
Hollenbauer, general m anager 
of the L auchham m er company, which 
turns out bridges, structural steel for 
buildings 
and 
bronze 
m onum ents, 
says th at A m erican tools 
are 
far 
m ore uip to date than Germ an tools 
and th at American workmen use their 
brains m ore than do Germ an work­ 
men. 
Dr. Hollenbauer arrived from Eu­ 
rope on his way to San Francisco, as 
he said, to learn something. 
"I cam e over here the first tim e 
in 1S66.” he said, “and I rem ained 
tw o years at the La Salle Zinc W orks 
in Illinois, one of the proprietors of 
which is a relative of mine. 
I think 
I 
learned som ething then. Then I 
cam e here again ten years afterw ard, 
and again and again, and each tim e 
I have learned something. 
"O ur works are not m ore than one- 
tenth the size of the Krupp concern, 
but in our rolling 
mills and steel 
W'orks we employ 4,100 men. We have 
tw o plants in P russia and two in Sax­ 
ony. 
Our output per year am ounts to 
33,000,000 m arks, which is more than 
$8,000,000. 
We have men working in 
various parts of Europe, in Africa and 
in South America, 
building 
bridges 
and «’oing steel and iron construction 
work. 
“We also m ake m achinery for iron 
and steel works, and in our bronze 
works we turn out a great m any mon­ 
um ents. 
"You have a good num ber of otir 
m onum ents in this 
country, notably 
the Schiller and Goethe in Cleveland, 
and others in Philadelphia, Milwau­ 
kee and elsew here. 
"I have tried in vain to get our 
G erm an workm en to become well ed­ 
ucated and to work in the spirit th at 
A m ericans work, to show som e indi­ 
viduality a n d initiative. 
I talked over 
m y efforts in this direction the other 
day with Dr. Benjam in Ide W heeler, 
president of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, who has been m aking a tour 
of Germany. 
H e 
seemed 
to think 
th a t G erm an w orkm en are too much 
on the lookout for their own personal 
safety and are unwilling to take r is k 3 . 
"Mind you, the Germ an w orkm en 
a re very skilful, and w hat they do 
th ey do 
well. 
But 
the 
American 
w orkm an prepares his tools 
for 
a 
week, and a t the end of th ree days 
he has done a w eek’s work, and he 
sharpens them again. 
The G erm an 
w'orkman sharpens his tools 
for 
a 
wreek, and he works 
with them a 
w'eek before sharpening them again. 
The Germ an w orkm an is content to 
work w’ith old fashioned tools. 
He 
does not care for good tools of the 
m ost m odern make. 
The result is 
th a t it takes him a m onth to turn 
out work th a t a good American work­ 
m an would accom plish in eleven days. 
"W hy, a few years ago I bought a 
lot of m odern tools in the United 
S tates and m ade presents of them 
to our workm en. 
Did they use them ? 
No. 
They were used to the tools 
th a t their fathers had used and with 
which they had been trained, and the 
improved im plem ents 
were 
quickly 
discarded. And yet If you bring those 
sam e Germ an workmen to America 
within a month they will be doing as 
m uch work 
as. the average native 
w orkm an and of course earning more 
money than they did a t home. They 
are skilful enough about their work 
in G erm any, but very few of them 
work with their intellects. 
"Now I have come over again to 
do some m ore 
studying. 
I 
have 
brought over one of 
my head en­ 
gineers to study the transm ission of 
electrical power long distances, and 
we are going to San Francisco for 
th a t purpose. 
I saw an exam ple of 
th a t out there four years ago, and 
we are about to m ake an application 
of the principle for ourselves. 
We 
have decided to generate all the elec­ 
tricity for our plants In one place, 
Lauchham m er, and it will be neces­ 
sary to tran sm it it as far as thirty- 
eight m iles.”—N ew York Sun.

The average young physician leaves 
the medical college gritting his teeth 
bravely and striving to keep a “stiff 
upper lip,” but realizing that he is “up 
against 
it, 
good 
and 
plenty.” 
He 
knows that before he can 
command 
enough practice to make life anything 
but one long effort to exist comfort­ 
ably on almost nothing, he will have 
to go through with a period—often 
several years in duration—of humil­ 
iating obscurity and privation. 
No matter how brilliant he may be 
in the conduct of his profession, or 
how thorough in his preparation for 
its exacting duties, he is admitted to 
the confidence of his patients with 
grudging hesitation. 
It is sometimes 
humorously pathetic to see the efforts 
made by the youthful doctor to sim­ 
ulate the 
appearance of age. 
The 
premature whiskers he will nourish, 
the dignified costume he will assume! 
He is conscious that every year add 
ed to his age is a valuable asset add 
ed to his professional success. 
At 60 
years of age, when he is at the top 
of his power, his service* are most 
eagerly sought and most affluently re­ 
munerated. 
The young lawyer is just 
as heavily handicapped by the misfor­ 
tune of youth. 
Even to look young is 
a heavy weight 
on 
his 
aspirations. 
Youthfulness is something to be ex­ 
plained. to be apologized for. Age and 
experience are held to be indispens­ 
able. 
Rut there are two professions which 
will have nothing to do with age— 
the pulpit and the stage. 
In rare and 
exceptional cases you find the actor 
of 50 or 55 still holds the stage, but 
he usually does so with lessened pop­ 
ularity and greatly 
lessened 
salary. 
And his lease of popularity is gen­ 
erally determined by his ability to 
simulate youthfulness of 
appearance. 
At that age he is oftener found wear­ 
ing his shoes out on the “Great White 
Way," which is the “via dolorosa” of 
the aged actor! 
He may have m ark­ 
ed ability and an exquisite command 
of the delicate technique of his diffi­ 
cult art, but if he has passed the 
“dead line” of 50 he is a "has been,” 
to be pushed into obscurity.

house. 
Servants are hard to get, to be 
sure, but, on the other hand, their

Ice 
boxes are filled with canned foods to 
be used in case of unexpected 
de­ 
mands. 
What with steam heat, elec­ 
tric light and elevators, the internal 
administration of a house is regulated 
almost by machinery. 
“The American woman feels no ob 
ligation to watch over her home; her 
enormous fortune makes it unneces­ 
sary from her point of view. 
She is 
not a natural housekeeper and has no 
love for pursuits that oblige her to 
keep still, like 
delicate needlework 
and fine embroideries. 
She prefers 
sports and active amusements that 
take her out of doors. 
“She may sing about her ‘Home, 
Sweet Home,’ but she is quite willing 
to get away from it. 
“Always very busy and having a lit­ 
tle or nothing to do, the woman of 
wealth in America rushes about 
as 
though she had a certain task to finish 
at a certain time; meals are gulped 
dow-n hurriedly, and orders given in 
wild haste, without there being 
the 
least reason for it.

Stranded at the threshold of the 
continent a “bunch of keys” lies along 
the northern and western border of 
the Strait of Florida, the gateway be­

ship­ 
wreck, with its warning line of light­ 
houses.

At the expiration of the 31st 
the strength begins to decline, 
gradually at first. 
By the 40th 
it has decreased eight pounds, 
such diminution continues at a slightly 
increasing rate nntil the 50th year is 
reached, when the figure is 330 pounds. 
Subsequent to this period tl.e strength 
fails .more and more rapidly, until the 
weakness of old age is reac hed.

Torn in shreds, slightly dampened 
and scatered over the carpet, they keep 
down the dust when sweeping. 
To clean the sink of its grease and 
sediment nothing is better, for the 
greasy paper can be at once burned 
after use. 
Many times fold* d they will serve as 
a mat to stand hot and blackened pots 
or kettles on and thus save soiling the 
kitchen table. 
The kitchen stove is kept bright 
and clean by rubbing it briskly after 
the cooking of each mea! with old ca­ 
pers and thus
